them. 


The fam ilies feel that Washington 
has not done enough to attempt to 
locate the MIAs and hav e v ented their 
frustration at meetings of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Apparently compassion has no role 
in the mental and emotional fra m e­ 
work of the North Vietnamese and the 
Viet Cong. If any of the missing men 
is still aliv e, the Communists aren’t 
say ing. 
The Pentagon and the State Depart­ 
ment hav e made this clea r to the un­ 
happy rela tiv es. There is a cla use in 
the peace accords that pledges all par­ 
ties to cooperate in ex changing infor­ 
mation regarding the missing men.

But there is strong 
suspicion 
that the Communists are 
withholding whatev er information they 
m a y hav e on the MIAs in order to 
pressure the United States into pro­ 
v iding reconstruction aid to Hanoi. 
Thus, just as the known American 
prisoners were pawns during the peace 


pact negotiations, the missing GIs ap­ 
pear to be the pawns in the latest 
impasse. 


The American public still doesn't 
know the ex tent of rehabilitativ e a ssis­ 
tance promised Hanoi but it’s a sure 
bet there would be widespread protests 
if an aid program were started with­ 
out Hanoi cooperating fully in prov id­ 
ing the information we seek.

journalists from other Western coun­ 
tries are among the missing and word 
filtered last week out of Indochina 
that at least 10. and perhaps more, 
are aliv e and being held in an insur­ 
gent prison camp in Cambodia. 


This is both good and bad news. It’s 
good in the sense that the men are 
aliv e, but bad from the realization that 
the Communists 
are not concerned 
about the identity of indiv iduals they 
hold as prisoners. It should be obv ious 
to the rebels that newsmen are not sol­ 
diers and that they were not engaged in 
hostile activ ities. 
Yet. if the reports 
are true, they are being treated as 
prisoners of war. 
Nev ertheless families of the missing 
soldiers may see a ray of hope in the 
situation. If some journalists are still 
aliv e, that may be the ca se for other 
Americans not accounted for. 
One thing this country could do. if it 
has not done so afteady , is use all its 
diplomatic influence with China, Rus­ 
sia and other nations friendly with 
North Vietnam in an effort to break 
the impasse. It has been an agonizing 
y ear for the families back home. The 
Pentagon should at least giv e them 
assurance that ev ery possible means 
to locate the missing men is being 
taken.

Bake in a preheated 37 5 degree ov en 
for 45 minutes. Keep the pans 
apart so the heat can circulate 
freely . 
“ Ov en spring” (the first 
quick rising) will take place in 
the first 10 minutes. If the ov en 
temperature is right, no brown­ 
ing should occur. 
Your bread is done when the 
loav es shrink from the pan and 
sound hollow when the top crust is 
* tapped with a finger. 
After baking 
Remov e the loav es from their pans 
•immediately and place on cooling 
racks. Don’t cov er them or y our bread 
will be soggy . 
If y ou want a soft crust, brush the 
tops with 
melted 
shortening. 
Be sure 
bread is - 
completely 
cool before 
storing. 
Since we add 
no preserv ativ es, y ou’ll probably want 
to freeze one loaf to keep it fresh. J ust 
place it in a sealed plastic bag first. 
When defrosting, leav e y our bread 
in the plastic bag to keep the moisture 
and flav or.
